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PREFACE

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■SUMMARY 


Zheved  Army  Barracks  Chernigov  South- 
west is  located  in  the  northern  section  of  Cher- 
nigov Training  Area  NNL  | 

37  ■ kilometers  (km)  southwest  of  Chernigov 
(Figure  1).  The  barracks  installation  provides 
billeting,  administrative  and  other  support  for 
the  training  area. 

Zheved  Army  Barracks  Chernigov  South- 
west (Figures  2 and  .3)  covers  approximately 
775  acres  and  contains  2 administration  build- 
ings, 25  barracks,  approximately  36  dependents 
quarters,  12  vehicle  sheds,  2 high-bay  vehicle 
maintenance  buildings,  15  storage  buildings,  and 
45  support  buildings. 

This  installation  was  covered  by  9 KEY- 

DESCRIPTION  OF 

Railroad  Service 

The  nearest  rail  facility  is  a single-track 
spur  from  the  Chernigov-Ovruch  rail  line  which 
serves  a probable  ammunition  storage  area  6 km 
northwest  of  the  barracks. 

Road  Service 

Secondary,  probably  nll-wcnther  roads  con- 
nect this  installation  to  the  Chernigov-Kiyev 
highway. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  an  administration  building, 

12  barracks,  and  1.0  support  buildings.  The  sup- 
port buildings  were  al  l constructed  between  June 
1.961  and  June  1963. 

Area  1)2  contains  8 barracks  and  3 support 
bui  ldings . 

Area  i )3  contains  approximate! v 36  depen- 
dents quarters. 


HOLE  missions  from  June  1961  to  September 
1964.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  that  there 
was  no  major  change  during  this  period.  Build- 
ings added  since  December  1961  include  2 high- 
bay  vehicle  maintenance  buildings,  constructed 
between  February  1962  and  June  1963,  and  5 
barracks, .constructed  in  June  or  July  1.964.  One 
SA-2  SAM  site  (B23-2)  was  constructed  between 
February  1962  and  June  1963.  The  level  of  ac- 
tivity at  this  installation  has  remained  constant 
at  light  to  medium.  Ten  rows  of  unidentified 
vehicles/equipment  were  observed  on  photog- 
raphy of  September  1964.  No  activity  was  ob- 
served on  winter  coverage. 


INSTALLATION 

Area  1)4  contains  9 support  buildings  which 
may  be  used-as  schools  a-nd-8-ocher  support  bui  ld- 
ings. These  buildings  were  all  present  by  June 
1963. 

Area  D5  contains  5 barracks  and  4 support 
buildings.  The  barracks  were  constructed  be- 
tween June  and  July  1964.  The  support  buildings 
were  present  by  June  1963. 

Genera|  Storage  A reas 

Area  Li  contains  10  storage  buildings,  one 
high-bav  vehicle  maintenance  building  (195  by  65 
feet),  and  4 support  buildings.  The  vehicle  main- 
tenance building  and  the  support  buildings  were 
constructed  between  February  1962  and  June 
1963. 

Area  L2  contains  one  administration  build- 
ing, 5 storage  buildings,  3 vehicle  sheds  (each 
230  by  35  feet),  one  high-bay  vehicle  maintenance 
building  (195  by  65  feet),  and  4 support  buildings.
